Is one of the chief cogs in a machine 
1 and that victories or defeats are due 
! largely to Ids Judgment, in the selec­ 
tion of plays. 
Under the old rules It. was a common 
occurrence for the captain to change 
the Hignal of his quarterback, and it 
also frequently occurred that the cap 
tain shouted the signals and the quar­ 
terback had to abide by Ids dictate« 
whether lie thought they were right or 
wrong.
